Quiet spoken, handsome Lt. Thomas 
Fisher of the Antioch Police Department 
feels he is in the right vocation for h im . 

Although he puts in many, many hours at 
his investigative duties,, he loves his work 
and is proud of his profession. 

"I enjoy this work* I never look at the 
clock," he commented, *Tve enjoyed my job 
very much from the time I started in North 
Chicago and now." •' <"■;_.;- 

Then after a pause, "Some of the guys won- 
der how my wife puts up with me," he added 
and explained, "But, she is understanding. , 
She knew what to expect when I began police 
work, because her brother is the one who in- 
terested me in police work." 
^-It was after -lie was discharged from the 
Air Force in the fall of 1969 that Fisher was 
accepted on the North Chicago Police Force 
to work alongside and learn from his brother- 
in-law, Joseph Semasko. '• 

Within three years, Fisher was a detective 
and juvenile of ficer in North Chicago. . __ 

While there, Fisher worked on five murder 
cases and "got convictions oh all of them." 

The worst experience he ever had, he said, 
was five years ago during his time in North 
Chicago when he was alone in a field at 2 
a.m. fighting for his life with a burglary 




suspect. 

"I envisioned my whole life gone," he 
remembered. 

When the man he was chasing turned and 
lunged for Fishers gun, the two-struggled to 
gain control. When other officers responsded 
to the call, Fisher was bleeding and torn 
from vicious bites which the suspect inflicted '

He still carries scars from the injuries. 

In June of 1976 Fisher began his duties In 
Antioch as a patrolman. 

When Police Chief Jack Wells retired and 
Charles Miller was named Antioch Chief in 
1977, Fisher was made Lieutenent and put in 
charge of investigate work and serious 
juvenile cases. . .'■ < ; '" 

'Fisher's private life has not been without 
dramatic episodes, either. "/ ' 

.After serving as a crew chief stationed on 
*the Thailand border of Laos during the v Viet- 
nam War he was returned to the states in 
time to experience the violence of Hurricane 
CamiUe on the Gulf of Mexico. 

He and his wife, Connie, and their baby 
daughter Carrie were living in an apartment 
; building just across the street from the Gulf 
when they were awakened, in the middle of 
the night : by civil, defense workers 
evacuating all residents in the path of the 





gigantic storm. 

Fisher said they took off in their car for 
Jackson, Missr, and safety. 

When they returned there was nothing left 
of the brick building except a pile of rubble. 1 
They lost everything they owned except the 
car and the clothes on their backs. They did 
find part of an outdoor grill which Connie
